It has been 
proven that such a walk as this can ‘be 
dangerous, even in the United States of 
America." 


On June 24, 1967, subject arrived at the point where 
he was shot in 1966, and- accompanied by two Negro males, 
one white male, and one male, race unknown, commenced 
the walk down Highway 51 South, at approximately nine 
.£ifty-five AM, 
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On June 26, 1967, subject talked of cutting his 
march short, ending it at Canton, instead of going on 
into Jackson. He stated he didn't want to be 
embarrassed again as he had been the year before. 

Upon arriving in Jackson in 1966, the marchers found 
that the State Capitol had been sealed off and they were 
not allowed there. 


By June 27, 1967, another reason for cutting the 
march short was brought into the open. Subject's "walk 
against fear", had become an endurance test for him, 
after being plagued by sore feet, swollen ankles, and an 
aching back. oe 


After reaching Grenada, Miss., subject began to hold 
public meetings in each town along the route. Meetings 
were held at night in the towns where the march terminated 
for the day. 


Only one incident occurred during the march. In 
Pickens, Miss., subject was temporarily barred from holding 
a meeting in a local Negro Church there. Other than this 
incident, the marchers were almost totally ignored as 
they progressed down Highway 51 and no outsiders tried to 
interfere with the march. 


The number of people participating in the march 
gradually increased as people from the towns en route 
joined as the marchers progressed down Highway 5l. 


The march ended July. 4, 1967, at Canton, Miss., with 
subject and sixteen supporters reaching their destination. 
After reaching Canton, the group disbanded and subject 
spoke to a group of about forty Negroes. He stated before 
this group that "My arrival at this point does not signal 
a victory, it was a manifestation of black man's defeat."

On March 21, 1972, subject advised that at approximately 
8:17 AM on that date at his home, he received an 
anonymous telephone call from an individual who sounded to 
him like a white mature or middle-aged male. The © 
conversation began friendly and to the best of subject's 
recollection was as follows: 

CALLER ..... "Hello JAMES, How are you?" 


SUBJECT .... "L'm fine." 
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CALLER ..... "You back in town?" 

SUBJECT oo. "Yes," 

CALLER ..... "How long have you been in town?" 
SUBJECT: .... "About ten months." 


CALLER then said something about coming to see him and 
then stated, “How many children do you have now?" 


SUBJECT .... "Three." 


CALLER ..... ‘Well, I'll be by to see you. I have a 
bomb for you. 


Subject stated he did not immediately answer and the 
caller hung up. Subject stated he has received numerous 
threats and obscene calls in the past years because of his 
various activities but has received none since his return 
to Jackson, approximately ten months ago. He stated that 
this particular call was different from the preceding years 
in that his family was mentioned and the calm and 
deliberate manner of the caller. 


Subject stated that subsequent to this call, his wife 
received several calls which when she answered no one 
spoke. Subject does not know whether these calls were 
related to the one he received. 


Subject stated that he knows of no reason for anyone 
to make such a call and it is not related to anything else 
to his knowledge. . 


He stated the only activity which he has recently 
engaged in is his candidacy for the U. S. Senate in the 
forthcoming election, 


Subject stated that he has reported this call to the 
Jackson Police Department and was considering contacting 


the telephone company to see what action they could take 
in the event this individual recontacted him. 
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The above information has been disseminated to the 
Jackson Police Department and the U. S, Secret Service, 
Jackson, Mississippi, and to date nothing has resulted 
from this information.
